Abernathy to 
Lead Strike 
of Garbagemen 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


Rev. Ralph David Abernathy 
says he will lead Atlanta's strik- 
ing garbage men in major dem- 
onstrations despite a court in- 
junction ordering the men back 
to work. 


Abernathy, successor to the 


late Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
as head of the Southern Chris- 
tian 
Leadership 
Conference, 


said he may call tor support 
from across the country for the 
1,000 garbage men in their bid 
for a $2.50-per-hour minimum 
pay. 


"We've got some good friends 


in this country. We don't have to 
march by ourselves," Aber- 
nathy declared, speaking at a 
meeting of more than 400 per- 
sons held at an Atlanta Negro 
Baptist church Tuesday night. 
..Abernathy and union leader 
Morton Shapiro, negotiator for 
the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes Union, were among 
the 80 persons arrested earlier 
in the day in demonstrations in- 
volving the strike. Abernathy 
and Shapiro were released later 
on bond. 


"No injunction is going to col- 


lect garbage in the city of Atlan- 
ta," 
Shapiro 
said, 
adding, 


"we're going to violate the in- 
junction that was handed to 
me." The injunction was issued 
Tuesday. 


Abernathy called Atlanta a 


fine city "that has told us a He 
all these years... .This city 
that has paraded as the city too 
busy to hate but will not pay the 
men to collect garbage." 


He said all the forces of SCLC

DeGaulle Gold 
Sale Bigger 
Than Expected 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


France's hush-hush sale of gold 
to the United States in June, a 
humiliating act for the govern- 
ment of Charles 
de Gaulle, 


turns out to have been far larg- 
er than speculation indicated. 


The upper limit of guesses as 


to the size of the sale, necessi- 
tated to bolster the* suddenly 
.wobbly franc, was about $100 
million. 


But the Treasury Depart- 


ment's quarterly report on mon- 
etary told transactions, released 
Tuesdaq, showed the actual fig- 
ure tobe $220 million. 


The report also showed that 


despite the big purchase from 
France the United States expe- 
rienced a $21.9 million outflow 
of gold during the second quar- 
ter. 


But this was only a tiny frac- 


tion of the $1.4 billion draindur- 
ing the first quarter when the 
United States was still commit- 
ted to supporting the price of 
gold on the London market. 


Since March, when a two- 


price system for gold was set 
up, the United States and other 
gold pool nations no longer try 
to keep the free market price in 
check, instead letting it find its 
own level, 
The 
traditional 
regulated 
price of $35 an ounce is now ob- 
served only in transactions be- 
tween governments, 


Starting in 1962, France em- 


barked on an aggressive policy 
of buying U,S, gold, coming 
around 
every 
mpnth to ex- 


change the dollars it held for 
bullion, 
This eventually settled down 


to a pattern of purchasing at 
least $34 million every monthan

Even if your house is brand 


new, if you neglect your gut- 
ters you can't expect them to 
last much more than eight or 
10 years if they are of galvan- 
ized metal; about 20 years if 
they are copper or aluminum. 
And this is under normal con- 
ditions. 


Gutters a n d 
downspouts 


should be cleaned out at least 
twice a year, in the spring 
and fall, and any other time 
they seem to be clogged. 


Get rid of all loose debris; 


leaves, dirt, seeds. Scrape out 
caked mud. Flush out with a 
garden hose. Use a plumber's 
snake if the downspout is 
clogged. 
Often running 
a 
stream of water through will 
clear it. 


Once they are cleaned, in- 


spect the gutters carefully. AH 
signs of rust should be cleaned 
up. Use a wire brush, then 
sand. The inside of the gut- 
ter should then be coated with 
an asphalt paint, such as roof 
coating. If you are down to 
the bare metal on the outside, 
paint first with a good primer, 
then with house paint to match 
the rest of the surface. 


Tiny holes should be cleaned 


carefully. Break away all the 
rotted m a t e r i a l - If quite 
small, the asphalt may be 
enough to seal it. One trick is 
to put a Pit of burlap or alumi- 
num foil down in the wet root 
coajing and then give it an 
other coat. 


A more durable patch and 


one that is suitable for larger 
holes can be made from fiber 
glass cloth §nd resin, the sort 
pf patching material sold tor 
patching auto bodies.

Pour water in the gutter and 


watch how it flows. If it re- 
mains in one spot anywhere 
along the gutter's length, then 
raise the gutter at that point. 
This will mean renailing the 
hangers there. 


A big help in keeping gut- 


ters free of leaves and other 
debris is the gutter guard 
This is generally a length of 
wire mesh that clamps over 
the gutter's edge. Remember 
though that this is no cure-all. 
These, too, must be swept off

Very important is a strainer 


of some sort at the top of the 
downspout. T h i s will keep 
leaves, twigs and dirt from 
flowing down the downspout, 
clogging it and the sewer lines 
as well. 


It is especially important to 


have gutters clean and in good 
repair in the fall. Winter's 
ice and snow put an extra 
burden on them. The extra 
weight of such a build-up 
could tear them right off the 
house
